Another Yank at the Horns. j 


Denver Field and Farm.] 
The subject of dishorning cattle 


has often been breached in these 
columns, and our only purpose in 
calling it up again is to give the 
experience of a friend in the San 
Luis valley. The information may 
be of some benefit to readers who 
are thinking about employing the 
saw and gouging knife in their 
herds. The San Luis man writes: 
“You must understand to begin 
with Iam not an expert, and this 
was my first attempt, but it proved 
avery successful one. I followed 
closely the advice of a friend living 
in another part cf this valley who 
was familiar with the business, 
which was to saw the horns off as 
close to the head as possible, even 
wetting or oiling the bair near the 
horns 80 that it could be pasted 
| back out of the way of the saw. 

I dishorned the first one that way 
put it was turning cold very fast, 
with the mercury already below 
the freezing point. I thought on 
this account I had better tie the 
stubs up. I found considerable 
trouble in tieing them up when 
sawed so closely. So the remainder 
were sawed off about an inch from 
the skin, which enabled me to tie 
them up easily. I made a paste of 
tar and clean lard and daubed on 
the stubs. freely, and then tied 
them up securely with cotton rags. 
I used a stiff-backed tenon saw, 
oiled before each operation with 
castor oil, and very sharp. I 
would not advise that the opera- 
tion be performed in extremes of | 
weather, either very hot or very 
cold, but in mild weather. 

Use the same discretion that you 
would exercise with any other 
wound. The mcst difficult point 
is to get the animal securely con- 
fined and the head steady. I used 
a “chute,” a V-shaped pen made 
very strong, getting the animal in 
the narrow end and fastening the 
head against one of the posts by 
means of ropes wrapped around 
both, and the loose ends held by 
strong men. Four men can per- 
form the operation very fast after 
a little practice, dishorning an ani- 
mal in five minutes. Do not be 
scared if some of them bleed freely. 
My old ones bled the worst; some 
of them bled a small stream for a 
few minutes, but it did not last 
long, aud they all did well. I am 


more than pleased with the result.”

is now wasted in the Spring floods, 
causing in part the Spring rise in 
the Lower Mississippi, sometimes 
so disastrous. Thus would the re- 
sources of the cultivators of the 
Rocky Mountain slopes be doubled 
and the destruction of hundreds of 
thousands of acres of corn and cot- 
ton be obviated by the same bene- 
ficent measure, attesting its utility 
as well asits nationality and con-

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CLARA BELLE’S TRIAL. 


General Barnes’ Testimony in the 
Celebrated Case. 

San Frawnotisco, Jan. 12>—General 
Barnes’ testimony was not finished 
when the report of the McDonald trial 
yesterday afternoon closed. Follow- 
ing isthe conclusion of his testimony: 

“Did you have frequent opportuni- 
ties of conversation after thai?“ 

did, but I did not enjoy them.“

The witness then said that he had 
concluded that her moral stability was 
completely overthrown. She was pos- 
itively unable to tell the difference be- 
tween right and wrong. The first 
thing I noticed about the defendant 
was her physical condition. At times 
she was so weak thatshe could not 
stand; at another time with a physical 
strength that seemed to be absolutely 
resistless. The witness then narrated 
how Mrs, McDonald, in a coups, 
would take the delight ofachild in 
“giving the slip“ to a detective that 
folluwed ina buggy; how she seemed 
irritable and excitable, and was espec 
ially incensed at the delays of courts 
in her litigation. At times she seemed 
to be very grateful to the General for 
bis gratuitious services, and at others 
she thought that he was not doing 
enongh. 

The General’s spirited narration 
amused: the defendant highly. She 
could not conceal ber amusement, but 


hid her face in her hands and gave 
way to a paroxysm of laughter. 


At oue interview with the defendant 
she fainted away and only recovered 
after a hemorrhage that almost killed 
her. She drew $25,000 from Wells, 
Fargo & Co, after scratching off the in- 
dorsement of Cashier Brown of the 
Bank of California upon a certifivate 
of deposit to secure that sum which 
had been drawn from the Bank of Los 
Angeles on two notes. Tbe bank au- 
horities took steps to recover the 
money, but threats of arrest seemed to 
have no effect upon her. Even when 
her child was mentioned she could not 
comprehend the seriousness of his dif- 
ficulty. It was when this came to a 
climax that she had the hemorrhage 
which almost cost her her life. ‘Che 
next morning the General obtained 
the money ia an envelope from the 
lady. The General said he took it— 
did not grab it. She produced it only 
because the General agreed to sav that 
Swalm had never b the money ip 
his possession. The money was bor- 
rowed from the Bank of Los Angeles 
on two notes of the defendant, in- 
dorsed by a Mr. Ferguson. The deed 
for the property was made out to 
Swalm, however. As soon as the 
General obtained the money he re- 
turned it to the Bank of California, 
and it was subsequentiy used to bal- 
ance the account atthe Bank of Los 


Angeles,

MINNEAPOLIS, Jan. 13.— Reports 
from all over the Northwest indicate 
that the prevailing blizzard is the 
worst and most extended of the sea- 
son. 

On roads running west from here all 
freight cars are abandoned, and pas- 
senger trains are run at long intervale, 
though every effort is being made to 


keep them moving. 

At Huron, Dakota, the blizaard filled 
the air with blinding snow so that bus- 
iness men lost their way in the drive 
from their homes to their offices. 

Experienced teachers dismissed 
their scholars in the storm at noon 
dagen and three were only rescued 

y extraordivary efforis. Men organ- 
ized themselves in parties of ten each 
armed with a hundred-foot rope, and 
marching in a ine, gathered ail the 
lost children but one child who is 
dou!t!ess frozen to death. 

R.iiroad shop whistles were kept 
blowing to give people out in the 
storm their bearings. 

At Fargo the storm was the worst in 
eight years, with the mercury 47 de- 
grees below zero and a hurricane 
blowing. 

Jamestown and the northern branch 
of the Northern Pacific is entirely 
plugged up. 

At Pierre, Dakota, the wind blew 60 
miles an hour, and the roads are 
blockaded terribly. ö 

On the Northern Pacific all trans- 
coatinental trains got stuck yesterday. 
This morning's blizzard is mostly 
spent and trains will soon be moving 
regularly. 

A Milwaukee special from the in- 
terior of the State shows that many 
cities are completely shut off from 
railway communication with the out- 
side world. 

At Superior no mails have been ge 
ceived for 36 hours. The thermometer 
registered 27 degrees below zero in the 
moruing and all trains on the Nortbern 
Pacific are either snow-bound or aban- 
doned. No trains bave reached Mad- 
isou since yesterday afternoon.
